Applicants herewith petition for revival of the above-identified application under 37 CFR

When assuming responsibility of the instant application (a corresponding Notice of 
Acceptance of Power of Attorney was issued by the Office on September 4, 2007), 
undersigned counsel learned that the application had been abandoned as of February 20, 
2007 due to failure to respond to an Office action dated October 8, 2002.
